To the Citizens of Strafford County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of New 
Hampshire the Commissioners of Strafford County 
herewith submit the Annual reports of the County 
Commissioners, County Treasurer, Clerk of Superior 
Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, Superintendent of the Coun- 
ty Home and House of Correction, Farm Physician, 
Farm Chaplains and Auditors for the year ending 
December 31, 1943. 


It is very gratifying to your Commissioners to 
again be able to show a substantial balance on hand 
as of December 31, 1948, and would suggest that 
you read the Treasurer’s report found elsewhere in 
this book. In view of the fact that at least three of 
the offices at the Court House have inadequate room 
to properly take care of their work and especially 
vault room for the preservation of the records, your 
Commissioners have been reluctant in making re- 
pairs other than what we thought absolutely neces- 
sary, thinking that perhaps an annex to the Old Court 
House or possibly a new one might be in the making 
but in 1943 due to uncertain conditions, and as we 
were able to get material and labor at that time we 
thought it advisable to do a little more than had been 
planned and we trust that it may meet with the ap- 
proval of the Delegation and other tax payers. We 
think you will agree with us that we encounter great 
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difficulty in making up a budget for a two year 
period. We know that your County Delegation real- 
ize this and we greatly appreciate their cooperation 
in making up our budget for 1943 and 1944. 


Within the past two years two of your Commission- 
ers have offered their services to Uncle Sam with the 
result that two replacements were necessary and in 
the appointment by the court of Mr. Herbert J. Mc- 
Cabe of Dover and Mr. Alfred J. Beaudoin of Roches- 
ter we trust that the affairs of Strafford County will 
be well taken care of in the absence of Mr. Eugene 
J. Sullivan of Dover and Mr. Edgar W. Belanger of 
Rochester now in the service of their Country. We 
wish to take this opportunity to express our appre- 
ciation to Mr. and Mrs. Watson our Superintendent 
and Matron, Dr. J. H. Richard and his staff, the Chap- 
lains and all others connected with the County Home 
for their faithful services, also the churches and 
other organizations who so faithfully visit our Coun- 
ty Home bringing comfort and cheer to all within 
its walls. 


We also wish to express our appreciation to the 
State Board of Public Welfare, the Overseers of the | 
Poor, all City and Town Officials and many others 
who have given us assistance in the past year. 


Again we welcome constructive criticism and sug- 
gestions regarding the performance of our duty as 
County Commissioners.

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TREASURERS’ REPORT 


It is with real pleasure that I am able to report 
that at 1943 year’s end the accounts of Strafford 
County show a surplus for the second consecutive 
year. The cash balance on December 31, 1943 was 
$74,051.59 against which there is still outstanding 
only $14,000.00 in bonded indebtedness due $7,000. 
August 1, 1944 and $7,000. due August 1, 1945 also 
accounts payable of $224.49 leaving a net surplus of 
$59,827.10. 


The net unencumbered balance at the end of the - 
1943 fiscal year amounted to $41,635.17, due main- 
ly to decreased demands for relief and the care and 
board of children. However it is probable that the 
conditions making this surplus possible are all apt 
to disappear soon after the end of the war. 


During the last session of the General Court there 
was passed a bill, enabling counties, by vote of the 
County Delegation, to transfer to a Capital Reserve 
Fund any of its unencumbered surplus funds remain- 
ing on hand at the end of any fiscal year. (Chapter 
160 Laws 19438) 


With an eye toward Post War Planning and furth- 
er, in view of the absolutely necessary Capital im- 
provements required by Strafford County, would this 
not be an opportune time to transfer this surplus to 
a Capital Reserve Fund and begin to make the finan- 
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cial plans to take care of Post War construction and 
replacement of equipment? 


I feel that this problem deserves serious consider- 
ation on the part of the taxpayers and the County 
Delegation. 


I want to take this opportunity to acknowledge 
with thanks the kind cooperation of County, Town 
and City Officials for their help during the past year. 
I wish to thank Miss Therese Carrier and Miss Made- 
leine Bolduc for their generous assistance in carry- 
ing on the work of this office.

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Shoe Company robbery which occurred at Rochester 
in October, 1936. 


The Supreme Court of New Hampshire also sus- 
tained the position taken by the state in the John A. 
Williams case—a blue sky violation. At the Sep- 
tember Term, 1948, Mr. Williams entered a plea of 
nolo to one of the indictments against him and the 
matter was continued to the February Term, 1944, 
for sentence. 


Strafford County has been singularly free of 
serious crime during 1943. This is somewhat of a 
repetition of 1942. It is hoped that this condition 
will continue in the future. The number of juvenile 
offenses has caused some concern but much good 
work in this field has been done by the State Proba- 
tion Department. 


The cooperation received from the various State, 
County, City, and Town officials has been of the same 
high quality as in the past and for it, I express my 
sincere appreciation.

Although the Catholic Clergy has always been 
ready and anxious to minister to the spiritual needs 
of the aged of the Home and of the inmates of the 
House of Correction of Strafford County, it never 
had a canonically appointed Roman Catholic Chap- 
lain before April 1948. 


Because nothing had been done before, things 
needed for the religious services had to be provided. 
That was done with the least expenses to the county, 
thanks to the pastors of the various Roman Catholic 
parishes. of the county, who very generously fur- 
nished one or more of the things needed. As much 
as possible the labor was done by the inmates, which 
helped also to keep the expenses low. 


Besides answering all special calls, the different 
sections of the County Farm i. e.

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as County Physician 
for the year 1943. 


Notwithstanding the shortage of help, the inmates 
of the Strafford County Home were well cared for, 
during the year 1943, by the officers and nurses who 
deserve my most sincere thanks for their generous 
cooperation. The inmates, on the whole, enjoyed 
the normal health of aged people who, for the larg- 
est part, are admitted when in need of more care 
than can be given in private families or when dis- 
charged from hospitals as incurable patients. 


We had three cases of pregnancy; we committed 
- five patients to New Hampshire State Hospital. We 
had twenty deaths: four from cancer; five from 
heart disease; ten from cerebral hemorrhage and 
one from osteomyelitis. 


Average age at death: 76 years and nine months. 


Number of visits to the County Home: one hun- 
dred and eight. 


Number of visits to the County Jail: fifty-three.

SUPERINTENDENT AND MATRON 
OF THE COUNTY FARM, 1943 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 
Gentlemen: 


We herewith submit our annual report as Superin- 
tendent and Matron of the Strafford County Home 
for the year ending December 31, 1943. 


During the past year we have tried to carry on as 
we did during the previous year, that is by building 
up our live stock as much as possible with the aim 
of making the farm produce as much of our food as 
is consistent with good farm practice. 


The coming of the rationing program has caused ° 
some changes in our usual program but we have tried 
in every way to co-operate. 


The opening of the Municipal Canning plant in 
Dover has been of much help as we were able to get 
our canning done when the vegetables were in the 
best condition. 


Again this year the rising costs of labor and sup- 
plies have caused another rise in the expense of 
operating. 
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Last spring we entertained the County Delegation 
at which time the entire plant was inspected and the 
many needs pointed out as a result of this inspection 
money was appropriated for many improvements, 
including a modern quick freeze box, the erection of 
a new silo of modern construction, the old sheep barn 
has been converted into a young stock barn, the hen 
house has been repaired so as to double it’s capacity. 


All of this work has been done with the idea of 
making the farm more efficient over a period of 
years. 


During the year a new hot water tank has been in- 
stalled and plans are being made to renew much 
of the piping in the main building. 


There are many other major repairs needed to put 
the plant in good condition but due to shortages of 
labor and material will have to be postponed until 
conditions change. 


At this time of critical shortages in the medical 
profession we must repeat what we said last year 
that we are fortunate in having Dr.Richard as the 
doctor here at the Home, his prompt and able ser- 
vice has been one of the outstanding features since 
our work began. 


The Chaplains have given loyal and conscientious 
service and to them go our thanks. 


We wish to thank you as Commissioners for ad- 
vice and information in regard to the Home, also 
those individuals and organizations both social and 
religious which have contributed so much, in spite 
of restrictions on travel, to help maintain the morale 
among the patients. 
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Again we can only say thanks to all those work- 
ing here with us and to everyone who has in any 
way contributed to the general welfare of the Insti- 
tution and that we will endeavor to carry on so as to 
maintain your good will and co- operation during the 
coming year. |
